Madison—M3)— Wisconsin's small 
loans law, legalizing a yearly inter- 
est rate of 42 per cent on loans un- 
der $300 will remain on the statute 
books for at least 2 more years.

peal of the law. The house had kill- 
ed the Hall repeal bill three weeks 
before, having preferred Assembly- 
man Harold Groves' plan for strict 
regulation jof small loans companies.

RUSSELL'S SPEECH 


On June 25, 1917, Charles Ed- 


ward Russell, a 
member of 
the 


American commission to Russia, ad- 
dressed a full council of Workmen's 
and Soldiers' Delegates. He outlin- 
ed the aims of the tTnited States and 
the reasons which brought the coun- 
try into the war. 


Warned in advance that he might 


expect an unfriendly demonstration 
on 
the 
part of the 
extremists 


among his auditors, Russell received 
instead loud applause. 


The declaration of Russell that the 


United .States was fighting only be- 
cause the democracies of the world 
were in danger, and that after dem- 
ocracy . was safe the people would 
turn to social reform, was cheered 
to the echo. 


M. Tcheidze, president 
of the 


Council of Workmen's and Soldiers' 
Delegates, in replying to Russell's 
speech, said that the democracy of 
Russia was built on the some found- 
ation as that of the United States, 
and that Russia would carry on the' 
war until mutual aims were achiev- 
ed.
